Sir, 

I have the honour to present the Australasian Statistics for the year 1890, 
embracing twenty tables relating to the Australian Colonies together with Tasmania 
and New Zealand, also appendices containing information respecting Fiji and New 
Guinea, and a table showing the number of State-assisted immigrants introduced into 
the respective colonies during each of the 40 years ended with 1890. 


2. The publication of this return has been delayed in consequence of the late 
arrival of the necessary information from some of the colonies. This has probably 
arisen from the great strain to which the various Statistical Departments have been 
subjected by the labours connected with the Census which was taken during the year. 


3. In order, however, to place the public in possession of as much of the 
information as possible pending the publication of the complete returns, two tables 
giving the leading features of these statistics were sent to the Government Printer on 
the 5th September, and appeared in the Government Gazette a few days afterwards. 


4. In the folding sheet which precedes the tables the figures showing the popu- 
lations of the different colonies have been altered for several years back in accordance 
with the results of the Census of 1891. In all the colonies, except Western Australia, 
it was found that the estimates previously made had been too high, and it was con- 
sequently necessary to calculate back so as to give as reliable a statement as possible 
of the probable numbers in prior years. In each case, with the exception referred to, 
the numbers have been reduced. 


5. Tables XI. and XII., which give information respecting Post and 
Telegraphs, have been entirely revised as compared with the corresponding tables 
of 1889. This has been done with the view of, as far as possible, showing the results 
respecting the different colonies according to a common standard. 


6. As the financial year of the railway systems of most of the colonies now 
ends on the 3oth June, the figures relating to railways have been brought down to 
that date of 1890, later information, where possible, being given in a footnote. As 
compared, moreover, with that contained in the railway table given in previous issues 
of the Australasian Statistics, the information has been considerably elaborated and 
extended by means of particulars extracted from the annual reports of the different 
colonies, and, in some instances, obtained by direct correspondence. 

7. Copious explanatory notes appear as usual at foot of the tables. The 
figures embodied in the latter will, as ou former occasions, be freely quoted and 
commented upon in future issues of the Victorian Year-Book.

Norrs.—On 4th September, 1888, Sir William Macgregor, K.C.M.G., Her Majesty’s Administrator of the Government of British New Guinea, 
read at Port Moresby a Proclamation declaring that the following territory and islands thereby became part of the Queen’s Dominions, namely: 
—‘The southern and south-eastern shores of New Guinea, from the 141st meridian of east longitude eastward as far as East Cape; and thence 
north-westward as far as the 8th parallel of south latitude in the neighbourhood of Mitre Rock, together with the territory lying south of a line 
from Mitre Rock, proceeding along the said 8th parallel to the 147th degree of east longitude; then in a straight line in a north-westerly 
direction to the point of intersection of the 6th parallel of south latitude and of the 144th degree of east longitude, and continuing in a west- 
north-westerly direction to the point of intersection of the 5th parallel of south latitude and of the 141st degree of east longitude, together with 
the Trobriand, Woodlark, D’Entrecasteaux, and Louisiade groups of Islands, and all other islands lying between the 8th and 12th parallels of 
south latitude and between the r4ist and 155th degrees of east longitude, and not forming part of the colony of Queensland; and furthermore 
including all islands and reefs lying in the Gulf of Papua to the northward of the 8th parallel of south latitude.” 


The Government is vested in the Administrator and an Executive Council, and the finances are supplied by a sum not exceeding £15,000 
per annum, for which the colony of Queensland has made itself responsible. Victoria and New South Wales have agreed to contribute equally 
with Queensland towards this amount. Local revenue is applied in reduction of the sums payable by the contributing colonies, and any credit 
balance in the appropriation account must be written off at the end of the year. 


Gold.— Exports of gold are reported as 334% 0z., value £1,209 17s. 6d. A much larger quantity, however, is known to have left the 
possession, although it is impossible to obtain accurate data on the point. The Customs (Cooktown, Queensland) record, as received from the 
Louisiade Gold-field, 3,8500z., value £14,387. All the gold was obtained from the islands of Sudest and St. Aignan, where mining began 
about the time the sovereignty was declared. The number of miners on the field has varied considerably, the maximum being about 800 men. 
Towards the end of the period the fields appeared to be getting worked out. Sources of Local Revenue.—Customs, £2,419; gold-fields, £188 ; 
fees, fines, &c., £30; miscellaneous, £43. Heads of Expenditure —Salaries, £2,634; temporary and special services, £2,092; vessels £2,641 ; 
stores, £512; miscellaneous (including travelling expenses and mail service), £2,891. Misstons.— London Missionary Soctely.—Mission staff, 111, of 
whom ten are European; stations occupied, 50; church members, 500 ; children in schools, 3,500. There is also a Roman Catholic mission, with 
a staff of twenty, directed by Archbishop Navarre.
